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T-l and T«*2 noted> durin^ihis period, that the principal duties Otf K05UIIC 
were in regard to the handling of estate and inheritance Matters and with 
regard to legal proceedings in the courts in which the Yogoslav Consulate 
General has been interested* 

Consul General BR/fcK^-'fJAnLL arrived in Sen Francisco on 
June l 9 1951 to replace R AFO \ l7A WCfcVIC who actually departed for his 
return to Belgrade, Yugoslavia on "June 15, 1951* (T-l, 6/2,l8^>l) 

c onsul General BRA WO 17 RAEJflLE was tendered receptions St 
San Francisco on June 5, 1951 and* IK Oakland, California on June 6, 1951 
and was accompanied to these gatherings of Yugoslav emigrant groups by 
Consul SWIFA K05UTTC* Both were also jn attendance at a gathering given 
to honor Fr_*NKO KVRArJOLE given by PETE^SfFMLA, 333 leater 1 venue, in 
Oakland and this social was held at CE?OIA*S'hoiee on June 6, 1951« (£-2,

On July 31, 195b, Saturday, ERANKO KT RADJOLK and hie family, 
along with MIOPRAO VITOROVIC and KARICN JANF GILLESPIE, took a Greyhound 
Bus from San Fracleco in order to spend the weekend with the KOBUTICS 
et Sierra City, California* These individuals returned to San Fro cleco 
on August 2, 1951* and were available in their offices on August 3, 195b*

KOSUTIC was ^parently being considered a a the pereon Involved 
in a currency violation growing out of the exchange of #250 fbr rubles 
rather than dinars in Moscow, USSR during the period of tine that KOSUTIC 
served there.
